President Eisenho wer was des­ 
cribed to day as disturbed abo ut 
the situatio n. At Tumberry , Sco t­ 
land. where the President is rest­ 
ing after his West Euro pean mis­ 
sio n, press secretary J a m es Ha- 
g erty said the chief o f state “ is 
keeping in clo se to uch with the 
situatio n in Lao s.”

It was understo o o d that there 
was no substanUal discussio n o f 
interv enUo n by SEATO while the 
Lao s appeal rests befo re the U.N. 
The United States is rushing aid 
to streng then Lao s’ military de- 
fenses. A C47 transpo rt plane was 
handed o v er Friday —the first o f 
six aircraft pro mising under the 
American aid pro g ram.

For wetting the old plaster use an 
old paint brush or a sponge or 
whisk broom. 
Patching piaster, which you sim­ 
ply mix with water, is best. Plaster 
of Paris is O.K., but a few drops of 
vinegar should be added to retard 
hardening. Hairline cracks can be 
filled with special patching com­ 
pounds available in stick form or 
tubes. But if you have any large 
holes to repair, use the regular 
patching plaster for everything. It ’s 
cheaper. 
Small cracks need no special prep­ 
aration except wetting. After you’ve 
agazed the area with water, work in 
th# patching material with a putty 
Ignite or your fingers. Smooth the 
patch with a wet sponge. Small 
natl holes can be repaired the same 
way, but be sure to fill the holes 
right to the bottom. 
Large cracks and holes need spe­ 
cial preparation. First, remove all 
loose particles of plaster. 
Undercut the edges of the crack 
with your chisel. The space to be 
filled should be wide at the bottom, 
narrow near the surface of the wall. 
This will 
prevent the hardened 
patch from dropping out. 
If you find yourself with a large 
hole between lath strips and nothing 
to support the patch, clear away a
